TRACTION MAGNATE 
DEAD IN ST. LOUIS

ST. LOUIS, March 21.—Julius S. 
Walsh, financier and former rail­ 
road and traction magnate, died at 
his home here today from heart trou­ 
ble. 
He was SO years old and had 
been ill for several yeeks. 
Mr. Walsh was considered one of 
the wealthiest men in St. Louis. 
He was chairman of the board of 
the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Com­ 
pany, and was formerly a director of 
the following railroads: 
St. Louis, 
Kansas City and Northern, 
North 
Missouri. Wabash and Western. Ohio 
and Mississippi, and Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern. 
He was a form­ 
er vice president of tho 
Terminal 
Railroad Association of 
St. Louis 
and was instrumental in building up 
the Terminal Association, the local 
street car system, and the local elec­ 
tric light and power system. 
He was one of the men w ho finan­ 
ced construction of the Eads Bridge 
across the Mississippi River 
here, 
and was president of the South Pass 
Jetty Company, which

the plans of Captain Eads to make a 
navigable course for seagoing ves­ 
sels from the mouth of the Missis­ 
sippi to New’ Orleans.
